G.S.R. 20(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of 
the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 
with the Governments of the Stales, hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the All India Services (Dearness Allowance) Rules, 1972. namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Services (Dearness Allowance) Amendment 
Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2- In the All India Services (Dearness Allowance) Rules, 1972, for rule 3, the following 
rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“3- Regulation of dearness allowance —Every member of the Service and every 
officer, whose initial pay is fixed in accordance with sub-rule (5), or sub-rule 
(6-A), of rule 4 of the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954 or 
sub-rule (5) of rule 4 of the Indian Police Service (Pay) Rules, 1954 or sub- 
rule (6) of rule 4 of the Indian Forest Service (Pay) Rules, 1968, shall be 
entitled to draw dearness allowance at such rates, and subject to such condi¬ 
tions, ‘as may be specified bv the Central Government, from time to time, 
in respect of the officers of Central Civil Services. Class I”.
